Garnett, and her daughter, Lillian, 
and robbed her of a handbag contain- 
ing $20. Had it not been for the 
prompt arrival of the police the rob- 
ber would have fared badly, as threats 
to “lynch him” were being made, 

The handbag and its contents were 
recovered. Mrs. Johnson was bruised 
considerably in her encounter with 
the thief. Both she and her 77-year-old 
daughter knocked down in the 
attack. 

At police headquarters the 
thief gave hig name as Northern Trice, 
aged 16, of 5 Windsor street. it is 
believed he is the negro who has

Trice turned into the yard of a home 
at 167 Central avenue. His followers 
were almost upon him. There were 
boisterous shouts of ‘Catch him! 
“Kill Him!’ from the crowd. . He was 
erying, “Oh, Lordy! Have mercy!” and 
moaning as he ran. x 

He scrambled underneath the floor- 
ing of the house at No. 167. This only 
served to incense the crowd the more. 
Someone called for volunteers to go 
under the flooring and drag him out. 
All were afraid he was armed and 
would shoot. 

A bulldog across the street, tied in 
his kennel, had joined in the clamor 
of the crowd with loud parks.

Structure Will Begin Soon 


BUILD ON M'KENZIE CORNER 


Eastern Capital Is Behind the Build- 
ing, It ls Understood---History 
of the Corner. 


It is understood upon apparently re- 
liable authority that yet another sky- 
scraper will be added to those in the 
heart of Atlanta’s business district be- 
fore the end of 1918. 

This building, it is understood, will 
be erected cn what is known as the 
McKenzie, or old Gate City Guard cor- 


and James streets. The structure is 
to be twenty-four stories in height, 
and will cost in the neighborhood of 
$500,000. 

Eastern Capital Backing It. 

The tentative plans for the building 
are said already to- have been com- 
pleted, and a deal in regard to this 
corner is expected to be consummated 
within the next week or ten days. 
Kastern capital is said to be backing 
the proposition, 

The McKenzie corner ideally lo- 
cated for such a proposition, being in 
the center of what is probably the 
busiest part of the downtown district. 
It has a frontage of 54 feet on Peach-

Shortly later, she 
was divorced and came to 
taken ill with typhoid fever, and was 
confined to Grady hospital] for a num- 
ber of months. 

When she was released from the 
hospital, according to her story told a 
Constitution reporter, she was prac- 
tically destitute.

The police and detectives, Mr. Good- 
win said, had hounded her so con- 
stantly and persistently that her past 
career was 800n revealed and she was 
discharged from work. She quickly 
got similar employment with: another 
establishment. The police continued to 
pursue her and she was shadowed con- 
tinually, said Mr. Goodwin. 

The result was that her employers 
learned of her life in the tenderloin. 
She was turned adrift again. She «b- 
tained a third position. It was the 
same old story. The third employ- 
ment lasted longer than the others. 
She strove to withhold her pest career 
from ther employers. Eventually it was 
revealed. She was fired again. 

Then Opened Boarding House. 

Disheartened, she dared not attempt 
to obtain work where discovery of her 
past meant discharge.

FROM GOV. SULZER 


Ey-Valet of Banker Schiff 
Wins Fight for Freedom, 


CAN'T GO INTO VAUDEVILLE 


Executive Acts on Ground That Sen- 
tence of Thirty Years for 
Burglary Was Excessive. 


Albany, N..Y., January 17.—Governor 
Sulzer today pardoned Folke E. Brandt, 
former valet of Mortimer L. Schiff, 


that Brandt’s sentence of thirty years 
for burglary was excessive. 

At the request of Governor Sulzer. 
Attorney . General Carmody made a 
statement in which he said he favored 
Brandt's pardon. “NOt as a matter 
mercy, but as a matter of justice.” 
He criticised the procedure through 
which Brandt was tried and sentenced. 

Mr. Carmody declared that the govr- 
ernor’s action wiped out a “blot on the 
judiciary of the state’ and showed 
that “There is nothing that can de- 
feat the ends of justice.” 

United States Senator Knute Nelson, 
of ’‘nnesota, made a speech, in which 
he characterized Brandt's sentence as 
judicial tyranny. The governor ex- 
plained that Brandt had promised to 
lead a better life if released from 
prison and added that Mr. 
sai’,ie would not oppose Brandt’s ap- 
Plication for clemency unless it was 
based on scandalous and malicious 
statements.”’ 

Earlier in the day Senator Nelson 
had . conferred with the governor i 
Brandt's behalf and Brandt’s counsel 
had presented petitions from forty- 
two state and national Swedish socie- 
ties urging Brandt's release. 

It was stipulated by Governor Sulzer 
in pardoning Brandt that he is not to 
accept a theatrical engagement and 
must not in the future-reflect upon the 
character of any one. 

Senator Nelson volunteered to take 


of the governor. Brandt accented the 
offer. He plans to accompany the 
senator to Washington before leaving 


for the west. 

A condition of Brandt’s pardon was 
his confessing to falsehoods in his 
former efforts to gain his release.

The rec- 
ord is not in the prisoner’s favor. He 
is not a martyr, and as an individual 
is entitled to little consideration. 

“T have no sympathy for Brandt, but 
I have great regard for the due ad- 
ministration of justice. After all, that 
is the main thing in this matter. There 
is no doubt of his guilt. He ad- 
mits it.

Walking boldly up to the mother and 
daughter, the negro tried to snatch 
the purse. As he did so Mrs. Johnson 
struck at his face with all her force.

Report Says That $500,000 
Structure Will Begin Soon 


BUILD ON M'KENZIE CORNER 


Eastern Capital Is Behind the Build- 
ing, It Is Understood---History 
of the Corner. 


It is understood upon apparently re- 
liable authority that yet another sky- 
scraper will be added to those in the 
heart of Atlanta’s business district be- 
fore the end of 1918. 

This building, it is understood, will 
be erected cn what is known as the 
McKenzie, or old Gate City Guard cor- 


' 
ner, the southwest corner of Peachtree 
is ; 


and James streets. The structure 
to be twenty-four stories in height, 
and will cost in the neighborhood of 
$500,000. 

Eastern Capital Backing It. 

The tentative plans for the building 
are said already to have been com- 
pleted, and a deal in regard to this 
corner is expected to be consummated 
within the next week or ten days. 
Eastern capital is said to be backing 
the proposition, 

The McKenzie corner is ideally lo- 
cated fdr such a proposition, being in 
the center of what. is probably the 
busiest part of the downtown district. 
It has a frontage of 54 feet on Peach- 
tree, with a depth of 150 feet along 
James street to a third frontage on 
Forsyth street. It adjoins the Pied- 
mont hotel on the south, and across 
Peachtree street from it is the Can- 
dler building, while opposite it on For- 
Syth is the Forsyth building and the 
Ansley hotel, the latter now being in 
the course of construction. 

Old Armory Site. 
The site is at present occupied by a 


three-story brick building, which was 


Originally built by the Gate City 
Guards, and used by them for an 
armory, but now used for stores and 
offices. The Gate,City Guards bought 
the property in 1884, in three parcels, 


{and paid an aggregate of about $8,000 


or $10,000 for it. The corner parcel, 
fronting 25 feet on Peachtree and run- 
ning through to Forsyth, was pur- 
chased frém Mrs. Cotting. A second 
parcel, 25x75, adjoining this, was pur- 
chased from “Gyp” Grier, for a long 
While city tax collector. The third 
Parcel was a lot in the rear of this, and 
was obtained from Mrs. James Lloyd. 
The armory was erected during the 
captaincy of Harry Jackson. About 
1904 the property was sold for $48,000. 
[t is understood that an offer of 
$500,000 for the property was refused 


about six months ago.

FOLKE £. BRANDT 
RECEIVES PARDON | 
FROM GOV. SULZER 


Ey-Valet of Banker Schiff 
Wins Fight for Freedom, 


CAN'T GO INTO VAUDEVILLE 


Executive Acts on Ground That Sen- 
tence of Thirty Years for © 
Burglary Was Excessive. 


Albany, N. Y., January 17.—Governor 
Sulzer today pardoned Folke E. Brandt, 
former valet of Mortimer L. Schiff, 
the New York banker, on the ground 
that Brandt’s sentence of thirty years 
for burglary was excessive. 

At the request of Governor Sulzer, 
Attorney General Carmody made a 
statement in which he said he favored 
Brandt's pardon. “Not as a matter 
but as a matter of justice.” 
He criticised the procedure through 
which Brandt was tried and sentenced. 

Mr. Carmody declared that the gov- 
ernor’s action wiped out a “blot on the 
judiciary of the state’’ and showed 
that “There is nothing that de- 
feat the ends of justice.” 

United States Senator Knute Nelson, 
of “‘nnesota, made a speech, in which 
he characterized Brandt’s sentence as 
judicial tyranny. The governor ex- 
plained that Brandt had promised to 
lead a better life if released from 
prison and added that Mr. Schiff had 
saic’?,ie would not oppose Brandt’s ap- 
Plication for clemency unless it was 
based on scandalous and malicious 
statements.”’ 

Karlier in the day Senator Nelson 
had . conferred with the governor i 
Brandt's behalf and Brandt’s counsel 
had presented petitions from forty- 
two state and national Swedish socie- 
ties urging Brandt’s release. 

It was stipulated by Governor Sulzer 
in pardoning Brandt that he is not to 
accept a theatrical engagement and 
must not in the future-refleet upon the 
character of any one. 

Senator Nelson volunteered to take 
Brandt te. Minnesota at the suggestion 
of the governor. Brandt accented the 
offer. He plans to accompany the 
senator to Washington before leaving 
for the west. 

A condition of Brandt's pardon was 
his confessing to falsehoods in his 
former efforts to gain his release. In 
this connection Governor Sulzef read 
a letter at the hearing from Mr. Schiff 
explaining that while he had hereto- 
fore opposed all applications for 
Brandt’s release “because they were 
based upon lying, scandalous attacks 
upon my honor,’ he would not oppose 
the present application if asked as an 
act of mercy, rather than one of jus- 
tice.

Governor Gives Reasons. 

The governor's reasons for pardon- 
ing Brandt are given in a statement, 
in which he sald: 

“Those famillar with the Brandt 
case are aware of what has taken 
place heretofore in connection with 
the matter and the decisions which 
have been reached thereon. The rec- 
ord is not in the prisoner’s favor. He 
is not a martyr, and as an individual 
is entitled to little consideration. 

“Tt have no sympathy for Brandt, but 
I have great regard for the due ad- 
ministration of justice. After all, that 
is the main thing in this matter. There 
is no doubt of his guilt. He ad- 
mits it. 

“Having carefully examined the en- 
tire record tn the case for the purpose 
of doing what is right and proper to 
the people of the state, and to the

Expected That Allies Will Be Given 
Concessions So That Conference 
May Be Resumed. 


London, January 17.—The next move 
in the long-drawn-out game of diplo- 
macy for the settlement of the war in 
southeastern Europe is for Turkey to 
make. The collective note of the Euro- 
pean powers, drawn up by the ambas- 
s@dorial conference at London, was 
handed to the Turkish government to- 
day’ at Constantinople. 

As the Turks, for more than a week, 
have shared with the whole world 
knowledge of the purpose of the note, 
and unofficially were given diplomatic 
notice of its exact contents prior to its 
presentation, there is no reason why 
the reply should not be prompt. Theirs 
only motive for witholdinge it, is 
thought, would be procrastination, with 
their old hope uppermost that some- 
thing might turn up. 

Turkish delegates to the peace con- 
ference do not know the precise inten- 
tions of their government with respect 
to the note, but they predict its an- 
swer soon will be given, and that it 
will afford no grounds for accusations 
that Turkey is playing for time. The 
expectation among diplomats here is 
that Turkey will concede something to 
the allies, with a view to having the 
powers make efforts to bring the peace 
delegates together again for further 
negotiations. Should this Be the case, 
it then will develop whether the ulti- 
matum of the allies is as iron-clad as 
they profess it to be. 

When Rechad Vacha, head of the 
Turkish delegation, was asked today 
why the Turks were remaining in Lon- 
don, he replied: 

“We are awaiting instructions. Last 
week our orders were to leave, .and, 
therefore, we prepared to pack our be- 
longings. This week the order is to 
wait.’ 

Meetings of ambassadors of the for- 
eign powers continue. The question of 
the disposition of the Turkish islands 
has been set aSide until the Ottoman 
government answers the note of the 
powers, and Albanian affairs are now 
under discussion A proposa] has been 
suggested that Montenegro might cede 
the mountain above Cattaro to Austria 
in return for Scutari, and as the moun- 
tain dominates Cettinje, the capital of 
Montenegro might be moved to Scutari, 
which is a more important town. Cet- 
tinje is hardly more than a village, ex- 
cept for the residence of the King, a 
hotel and a few foreign legations,

Scan casually 
the task the:finance committee of council 
has been and still is essaying and you will 
find its members are up against a feat of 
impossible and _iridesceut 


exactly those 
dimensions. 

A conservative estimate runs to the 
effect that the committee, in making up its 
apportionment sheet, faces a disparity of 
nearly a million dollars as between the 
money at its disposal and the money peti- 
tioned by the various municipal depart- 
ments. This is not saying that the figures 
are exact or that the requests of the dif- 
ferent department heads ought to be met to 
the last penny. Department heads are 
likely to exaggerate their needs. The 
cheese-paring of the past few years has 
driven them, in self-defense, to aggravate 
the practice. They know that, under any 
conditions, they would be the victims of 
councilmanic parsimony. Better to leave a 
narrow margin and secure at least a con- 
servative apportionment than to bring 
their departments to absolute paralysis oy 
exposing them naked to the pruning knife. 

The same old process has been repeated 
year after year. In January and June the 
chiefs of every important department have 
come forward with pleas for maintenance 
funds and for funds to meet the demands 
of inevitable growth. There has not been 
a time in the recent history of the city 
when these demands have been more than 
approximately met. 

The result is and long nas been visible. 
Despite the heroic efforts of its responsible 
officials, the school system is dowyg at the 
heel in the matter of equipment; streets 
and sewers are deplorably inadequate; new 
and old territory, practically every munici- 
pal function, including the super-important 
police, fire and health departments, have 
been cramped and embarrassed. 

We are not only neglecting the present 
welfare of the city; We are punishing pos- 
terity, by reaching carelessly into the 
future, casting a shadow over the health 
and preparedness of our children, bequeath- 
ing to them a ramshackle city which it will 
require incomparably greater expenditures 
to standardize as time goes on. 

The superannuated charter under which 
Atlanta operates is largely responsible. All 
the piddling and patching the finance comn- 
mittee and council may do will not remedy 
conditions when we are operating under 
methods and procedure intended for a 
provincial town instead of a metropolis. 
Public apathy is another factor. It has 
allowed the existing situation to gradually 
gain momentum and finally crystallize, 
without taking proper and timely and ag- 
gressive measures. The wrangle now on 
before the finance committee is an irre 
futable argument for charter revision. - it 
is an argument, also, for an entirely new 
civic viewpoint, that shall redeem one of 
the wealthiest cities in the nation—a city 
with a borrowing capacity of $5,000,000 in 
cold storage—from the appearance and the 
penalties of municipal pauperism.

energy and fidelity of the Uncle Remus 
Memorial association the purchase price of 
the “Wren’s Nest,” the homestead of the 
nation’s premier folk-lore writer, has been 
completed and today the property will be 
formally transferred to the association. 
The ceremony marks the climax of an 
undertaking which for sheer consecration 
and sentiment of the purest type has sel- 
dom been exceeded in the southern states. 
For the achievement much credit is due 
Mrs. A. McD. Wilson, president of the as- 
sociation, and to many persons and organi- 
zations that have at various times given 
their loving co-operation to the work. 

It would be difficult to imagine a more 
fitting tribute to this quiet man of wonder- 
ful personality who brought so much joy 
into the lives of the world’s growing and 
grown children. The house and_ the 
grounds where most of the “Uncle Remus” 
tales were written are to be preserved per- 
petually as a shrine where the appreciative 
adult may pay his homage and as a play- 
ground where the youngsters whom he led 
into a new fairyland may romp and frolic, 
and breathe in fresh health and vigor. The 
practical nature of the memorial is such as 
would most have commended it to the man 
himself—ever thoughtful of others, asking 
little for himself so long as he wrought a 
magic spell for the charm and pleasure of 
little children and of children of a larger 
stature. 


UNCONSCIOUS SUICIDE. 


Suicide is an ugly word. The act itseif 
is surrounded by opprobrium and tragedy. 
Yet, according to studies .and_ statistics 
combined in a recent address by E. E. Rit- 
tenhouse, conservation commissioner of the 
Equitable Life Assurance society, fifty per 
cent of the deaths traceable in this country 
to degenerative diseases ought to be class!- 
fied as unconscious suicide. The reason is 
found in the fact that Mr. Rittenhouse be- 
lieves, and he has ample scientific warrant 
for his convictions, that half the deaths 
due to apoplexy, paralysis, diseases of the 
heart, liver, kidneys and circulatory sys- 
tems could either be prevented or indefi- 
nitely postponed. 

That they are not is explained by th2 
prevailing ignorance of fundamental rules 
of hygiene and sanitation, ignorance of the 
art and science of self-preservation in the 
last analysis, and the instinct of self-preser- 
vation is assumed to be the first law of 
nature. In his address, which was deliv- 
ered before the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, Mr. Ritten- 
house submitted tables showing that the 
diseases of old age are reaching down into 
the prime of life and even below. People 
over-eat, over-drink, over-work, over-play, 
under-exercise and allow themselves gen- 
erally to be fascinated by the swirl of mod- 
ern civilization, without taking measures to 
counteract its damaging and inevitable ef- 
fects. 

The result is that many of the vital 
organs of the body break down at an age 
when they should be functioning most noi- 
mally: And that is not to take into account 
the diseases of germ origin which lay hold 
on the system because of lowered powers 
of resistance. Individual health conserva- 
tion, deliberate study of the things to do 
and the things to avoid, offer the remedy. 
The tendency in that direction is hopeful, 
but by no means universal. When men and 
women recognize that the price of ignor- 
ance and heedlessness is premature death, 
and certainly inefficiency, they will take 
such steps as will lay them less liable to 
the charge of unconscious suicide.

WHO WROTE THE 
“EIKON BASILIKE?” 


The “Eikon Basilike” is considered to be 
one-off the most interesting as well as one 
of the most curious books ever written. While 
it has many “ear-marks” that if it was not 
written by it was at least dictated by QGharles 
I. of England, yet investigators have falled 
to place the true authorship. 

On the 28d of December, 1648, Richard 
Royston, the royal bookseller in London, re- 
ceived the manuscript copy of the “Eikon 
Basilike’”’ for the press. Whether any copies 
were printed by the 30th of the ensuing 
month, the day on which Charles I. was 
executed, is doubtful, but there is no doubt 
that it was largely circulated shortly after- 
wards, and that it produced a powerful ef- 
fect on the royalists. 

Most of the royalists believed that the 
King wrote it. The peculiar character of the 
book, and the publishing of it by the king’s 
bookseller, encouraged.this belief; nor were 
the active members of the court-party at all 
anxious to disturb this favorite favorable 
impression. is 

The work itself, which was the chief 
means of obtaining for Charles I. the title 
of the “Royal Martyr,” is a most remarkable 
book, no matter who was its author. Guizot, 
the historian, says that “the manuscript had 
probably been perused, perhaps even cor- 
rected by Charles himself, but in any case 
it was the real expression, and true por- 
traiture of his position, character and mind, 
as they had been formed by misfortune. It 


is remarkable for an elevation of thought 
which is at once natural and strained; a 
constant mingling of blind, royal pride and 
sincere Christian humility; and it is not 
surprising that such a work should have 
profoundly affected all royalists’ hearts, and 
easily persuaded them that it was the king 
himself who addressed them.” 

Appearing directly after the king’s death, 
and purporting to be a “portraiture of his 
Sacred majesty in his solitudes and suffer- 
ings,” it could not fail to excite a deep in- 
terest in the faithful adherents of the House 
of Stuart. Even among many of Charles’ 
Opponents his fate had excited strong sym- 
pathy. 

The royalists unquestionably relied 
greatly on the effect to be producedgby the 
book, and nearly fifty thousand copies of it 
were sold in England. On the other hand, 
the Puritans or Parliamentarians, alarmed 
at the effect on the public mind, desired Mil- 
ton to write an answer to the “Eikon Basi- 
like,” with the view of showing that, 
whether written by the king or not, its 
political reasonings were invalid. Milton 
accepted the duty; and hence his “Eikon- 
oclastes,” or “Image Breaker,” one of the 
most celebrated of his works. 

There is reason to believe that Milton 
suspected the author of the “Hikon” to be 
some bishop or clergyman; but still he an- 
swered it as if it were a royal production. 
By some scholars it is thought that the 
book was written by Dr. Gauden, bishop. of 
Exeter, and they have been able to almost 
prove this to have been the case, but the 
royalists and hign church party of England 
continued, to an advanced period, to foster 
the popular belief that the First Charles 
wrote it. The question was long a matter 
of literary discussion, and in Hume’s “His- 
tory of England” he advocates the claims 
of the king to the authorship in preference 
to Dr. Gauden. 

Numerous copies of the “Eikon” are pre- 
served in the public and private libraries of 
England, not only on account of the curious 
circumstances’ connected with the work 
itself, but because it was customary to write 
on the fly-leaves during the troubled period 
of the commonwealth, melodies and other 
verses on the hapless monarch who had been 
decapitated. Althdugh Dr. Gauden may have 
the most adherents to his title of author- 
ship, yet there remains a doubt that will 
never be settled as to who wrote this inter- 


esting volume.

American armies in the Mexican war and 


who captured the City of Mexico, and should 
have thought that General Taylor was more 
available as the presidential candidate for 
the Whigs than Scott. 

“General Taylor had been conspicuous in 
the Mexican war only along the northern 
border, whil@ Scott made the wonderful 
march from Vera Cruz to the capital over 
the old Spanish trall. 

“Tt seeemd to me, that Taylor 
had more strongly appealed to the great 
body of Americans than had Scott. Taylor 
was a plain, blunt, earnest man, very demo- 
cratic in his personal ways and fully justi- 
fying the nickname that had been given to 
him of ‘Old Rough and Ready.’ 

“I felt certain that with 
peculiar personal characteristics 
American people there would be a strong 
disposition, certainly on the part of those 
who were wavering, to vote for him. 

“I felt that, great as was General Scott's 
reputation, he did not command that peculiar 
sentiment of interest, affection. and curiosity 
which is a factor that makes a good many 
votes. 

“A more serious question than the one I 
have just mentioned was raised by a good 
many Whigs when they asked me how it was 
that 1 regarded a southern man, and a slave- 
holder at that, as a wise candidate for the 
Whig party to name for the presidency. 

“To the leading Whigs I made this expla- 
nation: “The slavery issue in this campaign, 
so far as the Whigs are conterned, will be 
subordinate. The democracy is likely to be 
split upon the question of the right to in- 
troduce slavery into the territories. 

“ ‘Now, General Taylor comes from a strong 
Whig state—Louwisiana. Protection sentiment 
has always been very great in that state. 
And General Taylor himself is a strong 
protectionist. 

““Now, there are a good many strong 
protectionists in the south—in Georgia, in 
Kentucky and in Tennessee. I expect that 
if General Taylor is nominated for president 
he will be acceptable to southern men who 
are protectionists from the very fact that 
he is himself a southern man and is the 
owner of slaves. A good many southern men 
will vote for him in preference to Lewis 
Cass. whom the democrats are sure to nomi- 
nate, because Cass is a nortnern man.’ 

“My reasoning appealed to almost all of 
the Whig leaders. It resulted in the nomina- 
tion of General Taylor, prominent as a pro- 
tectionist Whig, a southern man and one of 
the heroes of the Mexican war. It turned out 
just as I had expected. Taylor did carry 
two or three southern states which certainly 
would not have been carried for any northern 
Whig. Now, you have the whole story of 
why I proposed and urged the nomination of 
Zachary Taylor for president.”

Ponderous Personages 
BENJAMIN FRANKLIN 


By GEORGE FITCH 
Author of “‘At Good Old Siwash’’ 


Benjamin Franklin was an ordinary man 
with an extraordinary supply of common 
sense who flourished in the eighteenth cen- 
tury and is still regarded as one of the finest 
of American products. 

Franklin was born in Boston, but. was one 
of the few Boston wise men to succeed in 
getting away from that city. His family was 
not distinguished and when he left Boston, 
after having run a newspaper with more bril- 
liance than success, no committee of city of- | 
ficials appeared to bid him goodbye. 

Franklin arrived in Philadelphia with 
enough money left to buy two rolls of bread 
and paraded the town wearing one loaf under 
his arm and eating the other. This success- 
fully quarantined him from Philadelphia so- 
ciety and he was enabled to put all his time 
into the printing business with such success 
that he was sent to London in 1824 by the 
governor to get a printing outfit. He worked 
for eighteen months in a London printing 
house and was probably the most eminent 
employee that London journalism ever had, 
though England has not yet waked up to 
this fact. 

Franklin then returned to Philadelphia 
and purchased The Gazette, which he began 
to edit with sueh success that he frequently 
had to spend all day making change for eager 
subscribers. It might be well to mention 
here that at this time he was only 23 years 
old, having been born January 17, 1706, and 
having been a full-fledged editor at the age 
of 15. Genius often consists in getting an 
early start and Keeping started. 

At the age of 26 Franklin’s “Poor. 
Richard’s Almanac,” the sayings of a wise old 
man, had the largest circulation of anything 
printed in the Colonies, and people sought his 
advice on everything from love to chicken 
raising. At the age of 31 he was a member 
of the Pennsylvania assembly. At 40 he had 
diagnosed lightning and had exhibited the 
first electricity ever in captivity in a bottle, 
having caught it with a kite string and a key. 
He had also charted the course of North 
American storms, and explained the gulf 
stream. 

Franklin helped the Colonies to declare 
their independence and secured the treaty of 
alliance with France. At 79 he was elected 
governor of Pennsylvania. At 82 he helped 
write the constitution of the United States. 
He also devised the Amerivan postal system. 
He died at the age of 84, and Philadelphia ig 
prouder of his tombstone than she is of the 
Liberty Bell. 
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“This successfully quarantined him from 


Philadelphia society.” 


Through all his long and busy life Frank- 
lin never had time to dress up and adopt the 
social usages of his day. But this did not 
prevent him from dazzling the exquisite court 
of France at its most brilliant and useless 
period. He was one of the few men who 
gave to the earth more wisdom than he ab- 
sorbed from it, but he never was a bonanza 
for the tailors. Had he spent his youth Keep- 
ing four tailors and three haberdashers in 
affluence, Franklin relics would probably not 
command the high price which they now do.

WARMER THAN 1912 


Temperature of First Fifteen 
Days Higher by 16 De- 
grees Average. — 


While the weather forecast for to- 
day is for rain this morning and 
slightly cooler weather this afternoon 
and Sunday, few Atlantans can realize 
until they scan figures in the weather 
bureau just how much warmer the 
first half of the present January has 
been than was the Corresponding pe- 
riod of last year. 

For the first fifteen days of the 
month the temperature averaged 16 
degrees higher this year than it did 
last year. The normal temperature for 
the first month of the year is 42 de- 
grees. Last January the mercury often 
went far below taht mark, and aver- 
aged 11 degrees below it. This year 
the average has been 5 degrees above. 

Taking one day as an illustration 
shows a striking difference. On Fri- 
day the highest temperature was 65 
degrees and the lowest wag 49. On 
January 17, 1912, the highest point the 
mercury reached was 48 degrees, which 
was a degree colder- than the lowest 
point of this past Friday, and before 
the day was over the temperature had 
dropped to 23 degrees. 

From all indications, Atlanta will 
continue to have, during the remain- 
der of the winter season, very much of 
the same weather conditions that have 
marked the first few days. A mild 
and pleasant winter, with very few 
cold spells, is the outlook.

No woman on earth 
can keep a home as it should be, at- 
tend to her duties there, and at the 
same time give the time which should 
be given to> the sacred. vocation of 
teaching the young idea how to shoot.” 

Either the husband’s meals or ‘the 
young idea would have to be sacrificed, 
and it would be hard un even the gov- 
ernment, with all its experts, to decide 
which—the masculine nourishment or 
the young idea—should have prece- 
dence, 

A Blow Dealt the 
Ideal of Home. 

“The question is far more serious 
than that,’ said the soeial worker. 
“The government, in these restrictions, 
deals a direct blow to the American 
home, the very basis of our social sys- 
tem, which we are struggling to im- 
prove. At the very moment when in- 
dividuals, on betterment bent, and or- 
ganizations making for the same, are 
striving to keep women from entering 
fields of labor, unless they have to go 
into them; trying td keep women at 
home unless they have to get out of 
them to get bread, the government 
urges them to leave the home even 
when they have become wives, or have 
prospects in that «direction.” 

“It brings about a delicious little 
quibble that might pique the interest 
of the legal expert, to say nothing of 
the questions of ethics which might be 
involved,’ said the student of the law, 
“for what provision has been made in 
case a Woman’ had a fiance, went to 
the Philippines under that pending fet- 
ter, and then decided, after a two 
years’ experience, that she would break 
the fetter and release her trusty 
fiance? 

“Could the government force the 
marriage, in case the gir] changed her 
mind, or could the government be held 
liable if the girl fulfilled her promise 
in order to get the place, and then 
found the man was not what she 
thought he was?” And here, with 
studied legal manner ang charming 
appreciation of the finer points of the 
law, this young woman began to point 
out the defects of the clause in the 
Stipulations which did not further ex- 
plain the obligation of the woman who 
might, for the time being, secure a 
fiance.

1913 Anticipated Revenue Will 
Not Be Included, 


‘We Are Going to Spend Only What 
We Have on Hand or in Sight,” 
Says Mr. Humphrey. 


The finance sheet, with demands 
for $1,658,500 in excess of the tentative 
apportionment, went under the prun- 
ine knife of the finance committee 
last night. Chairman W. G. Hum- 
phrey said that more than $2,001,500 
would be needed if all the demands of 
the government were agreed to. 

The sheet wlll be reconciled as near- 
jy as possible to the Budgets of the 
various departments adopted last year 
and cuts will be made wherever it is 
possible. Chairman Humphrey re- 
iterated, before the committee adjourn- 
ed Friday night, that no part of the 
anticipated revenue of 1913 would be 


included in the budget. 

“We are going to spend only what 
we have actually on hand or in sight,” 
he said. “It is necessary to hold the 
departments to their 1912 budgets.” 

Will Adopt It as a Whole. 

The sheet will go to council Monday 
afternoon, but it will not be consider- 
ed until the next meeting. Councilma,, 
Claude ©. Mason said Friday that 
council would probably try to adopt 
the sheet as a whole instead of pass- 
ing on it in sections. 

Council will thwart Mayor Wood- 
ward's intention to defeat the $125,000 
ecrematory appropriation and the $25,- 
000 to be used as the first payment on 
the fire alarm system. The adoption by 
council of the sheet as a whole would 
force the mayor to include the entire 
sheet to kill the crematory money. 

The city would then be forced to 
draw out the charter fund of $175,000 
and use it until it is exhausted, and 
then it would have no funds to pay the 
police, firemen, teachers and city hall 
employees. Such a condition is en- 
tirely possible, but hardly probable. 
Wish to Include Anticipated Hevenue. 

That an efort will be made in coun- 
cil to include approximately $100,000 
of the anticipated revenue of 1913 is 
evident by reason of the tremendous 
demand made on the street committee 
Friday for street improvement. 

Property owners on Peachtree asked 
for $25,000 as the city’s share of widen- 
ing that thoroughfare at the intersec- 
tion of Carnegie way. 

Bellwood avenue asked for $5,000 for 
widening, but was turned down. 

Peachtree circle residents want the 
street regraded and paved. 

Spring street again bobbed up with 
a demand for an apportionment for 
regrading. 

@herokee avenue from Atlanta ave- 
nue to Fair street will get an appor- 
tionment of $16,000. Chairman Hall, of 
the street committee, and Councilman 
Hiaverty went before the finance com- 
mittee Friday with the Cherokee ave- 
nue project. 

Bonaventure avenue citizens put in 
a claim for paving that thoroughfare. 


Want to End Mudholes. 


Members ofthe street committee are 
going to give little attention to re- 
paving projects. 

* “Tf am going to pull hard to get the 
people out of the mudholes of the city 
before starting on repaving,” Counctl- 
man Claude Ashley declared. ‘“Peo- 
ple who live on streets that have any 
sort of pavement do not realize the 
terrible conditions on the mud streets.” 

Chief Clayton, of the construction 
department, told the street committee 
that the entire revenue of the city 
eould not satisfy the demands _ for 
street paving. He declared that a bond 
issue is the only thing left for the 
city to do. 

The finance committee ended its pub- 
lic hearings Friday morning, and im- 
mediately went Into executive session 
to do the pruning stunt.

Mr. Ethridge went into 
considerable detail upon the subject 
of the contract of sales and many other 
technical points which are [liable to 
entangle realty dealers. 

President Charles.P. Glover, who has 
just returned from Pittsburg, Pa., 
where he attended the annual banquet 
of the Pittsburg Real Estate board and 
the meeting of the executive commit- 
tee of the national association, gave 
an account of his trip, and made 
numerous suggestions which he had 
gathered from realty men whom he 
met. 

In speaking of present realty values 
in Atlanta, he showed how there Is 
yet great room for these values to in- 
crease. “If Atlanta had the population 
of Pittsburg,’’ said Mr. Glover, “prop- 
erty on Five Points, with its strategic 
location, would easily bring $35,000 per 
front foot.” 

Mr. Glover also advocated the com- 
putation of central realty values by 
the square foot instead of by the front 
foot, as is the present system general- 
ly used in Atlanta. This method of 
computation, says he, besides being the 
most just and accurate manner of 
arriving at the value of central real 
estate, is almost a necessity in At- 
lanta, on account of the irregularity 
of the directions in which the streets 
run and the large number of irregu- 
larly shaped lots.

Washington, January 17.—Substan- 
tial reduction of the tariff all along 
the line in the wood pulp and print 
paper schedule and retention of ap- 
proximately the existing duties on to- 
bacco, cigars and similar articles con- 
stitute part of the democratic tariff re- 
vision program to be presented to the 
coming extra session of congress. This 
the situation as viewed by dem- 
ocratic leaders after two sessions to- 
day and another tonight in the mat 
shaling of testimony on schedules “mM” 
(pulp, papers and books) and “F” (to- 
bacco and its manufactures). 

Just how far the democratic 
bers will go in cutting the paper sched- 
ule is problematical. So far, they have 
not had a conference on the subject, 
but the consensus of their sentiment 
favors reduction wherever in 
this part of the tariff law. 

Of the incidental portions of the 
echedule, it is probably assured that 
the committee will provide for free ad- 
mission of Bibles and of other religious 
works. A plea for elimination of the 
25 percent duty on Bibles was made to- 
day by the Presbyterian committee on 
publication through R. E. Magill, of 
Richmond, Va.. its secretary. 

Tobacco as Luxury. 

Most of the democratic members of 
the committee, if not all of them, re- 
gard the items in the tobacco schedules 
as luxuries, and one of the schedules 
most easily adapted to revenue-raisine
